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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the rejection recited in the Final Office action 
mailed 8/15/05. Applicants' remarks have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

Regarding Specification: The meaning of every term used in any of the claims should be apparent from the specification; and this is 
necessary in order to insure certainty in construing the claims in the light of the specification, see M.P.E.P 608.01 (o); and 

Regarding Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103: Liu's system for inductively transferring electrical power to a computer peripheral device, 
which is a touch sensing system 31 , wherein, a source loop solenoil 34 is arranged about the perimeter of the base 33, or any other 
configuration, for inducing EM field for providing power to a victim loop 24 (an inductor 24). Liu further teaches that any configuration that it 
is efficient at receiving the EM field from the "system antenna 34" could be used. It would have been obvious to combine the teachings of 
Shimono and of Liu for producing the claimed inventions as discussed in the prior Office action. 
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
